Come fall, ducks and geese get 
a lot of publicity. Their flights 
south are marked with great in¬ 
terest, and a two-million gun 
salute.

arch butterfly heads south. And 
for a paper-winger critter weigh¬ 
ing only one-seventieth of an 
ounce, it does a lot of southering. 

Most butterfly tagging has 
been done in Canada. A num¬ 
bered slip of tissue paper is glued 
to one wing of a monarch, usual¬ 
ly in the fall. Several monarch 
butterflies tagged near Toronto 
have been recovered as far east 
as Long Island, N. Y\, and as 
far south as Texas and and 
Florida. 

One monarch was released in 
Ontario, Canada, on September 
13 and was found in Texas 1,345 
miles away on October 25. The 
longest recorded flight was from 
Ontario to San Luis Potosi, Mexi¬ 
co. In four months and seven 
clays, that monarch butterfly 
traveled 1,870 miles.
